But (there is almost always a but) 
many an outsider will be not a little 
puzzled, as he compares the manifest¬ 
ed satisfaction of some 'Christians 
with the outward evidences, or rather 
lack of evidences, of their spiritual 
wealth. A man may be wealthy and 
clothe himself in rags, live in a shan¬ 
ty, a cellar or a cave, furnish "his 
table with ooarse food and little of it, 
sit in the dark and shiver in the oold; 
but ordinarily it is not so. Temporal 
wealth and the evidences of it, as s 
rule, go together. The rich man is 
well clothed, well housed and well 
fed, and the wealth of him who has 
not its surroundings is wall doubted- 
It ‘ is questionable if the spiritual 
, wealth is more often divorced from 
evidences of it than the temporal.
